Claims 1-9 are allowed because the prior art does not disclose or suggest a 
chronograph type watch with a measured time display means, a control device for 
starting and stopping the measured time display means, a reset device, at least one 
push button for controlling the devices, and a locking device occupying two positions for 
in which the control device can and cannot be activated, and an activating member 
accessible for the outside for controlling the locking device. The prior art does not 
disclose a locking device for such a chronograph watch with a pushbutton in which a 
control device starts and stops a measured time display means.
